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THE ROBERT GRAVES COMPANY'S EXHIBIT. 




|HE sketch gives but a faint idea of 
the east room of the pavilion, the 
exhibit of The Robert Graves Co., 
noted manufacturers of the finest 
and the highest grades of -wall- 
papers. The character of the de- 
sign of this room is in Ihe Empire 
Renaissance. The ■woodwork is of 
cream tone, finished as smooth as 
glass in enamel effect. The ornaments 
in the panels, pilasters and mould- 
ings of the -woodwork are particu- 
larly well drawn and modeled in relief, and are picked out in 
gold leaf. The decora- 
tive scheme is so ar- 
ranged that the spaces 
below and above win- 
dows and above doors 
form panels between 
pilasters, and pilasters 
are also formed on 
each side of the doors. 
The portieres are 
made of white bolting 
cloth with a hand- 
painted rendering of 
wisteria on one pair, 
and poppies on the 
other. The carpet is a 
beautiful soft green 
shade of velvet all in 
one piece, and was im- 
ported especially for 
the room. It is in 
perfect harmony with 
the cream woodwork 
and the light green 
satin lining used in 
the show cases. 

The ceiling is covered 
with a pressed paper 
in cameo effect. The 
entire treatment of 
the room makes a most 
charming suggestion 
for the decoration of 
a parlor or drawing- 
room. 

The goods exhibited 
are distinctively wall- 
papers, most admirably 
arranged in five show 
cases, each case con- 
taining a distinct grade 
of wall-paper. 

The first case con- 
tains some of the finest 
specimens of heavy 
pressed papers, leather 
effects and clever imita- 
tions of silk applique 
work, and cameo and 
silk or damask effects. 
The Pansy pattern 

printed on a pearl-gray ground in soft colorings and touched up 
with silver, makes acharming parlor paper. The Heraldic pattern 
in leather effects is shown in different colorings. These 
are a brown ground with copper bronze, an olive ground 
with citron bronze, and a red ground and with silver and gold 
bronze. Either combination would make a rich dining-room 
or hall decoration. The Cupid pattern on a white ground with 
figure printed in soft pinks, a regular China color scheme, is well 
adapted for bath rooms. The Iris, Blackberry and Colonial pat- 
terns, etc., are all shown in many attractive colorings. 

The second case contains friezes 30 inches wide, in designs 
that are very long. The great advantage gained by this point 
is that repetition of the pattern occurs less frequently around a 
room. Some of the finest specimens of art ever produced in 
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wall-papers are shown here, the sketchy water color, over glaze 
and blended effects being simply superb. 

The Lilac pattern shown in three different colorings is dainty 
and sweet and equally suitable for parlor or bedroom. The Cupid 
frieze is a well studied and carefully drawn pattern, full of life 
and motion, and can be used either on the ceiling or side wall 
with good effect. The Festoon frieze is composed of a fine study 
of roses and leaves gracefully arranged in festoons, and is shown 
in three beautiful colorings. The Wisteria is a beautiful render- 
ing of the flower it is named after, and is worked up in very 
soft water color sketchy effects. The Figure frieze, more specially 
adapted to a music room, is a very interesting and artistic pat- 
tern. The Thistle, Water Lily, Orange and Golden Rod patterns 
are all good specimens. 

The third case contains hand printed papers. The Empire 

pattern shown in deep 
green ground with 
figure painted in 
blended colors and out- 
lined with silverbronze, 
is an excellent dining- 
room paper. Another 
good coloring of this 
pattern is shown on a 
mellow yellow ground. 
The Tufted pattern 
shown in many colors 
is useful specially in 
panel work. 

The fourth case 
contains many fine 
imitations of silk broca- 
telle and damask effects 
in various soft delicate 
shades. These goods 
have a silky sheen to 
them, and are a per- 
fect imitation of silk. 

The fifth case con- 
tains raised flock pa- 
pers. These goods 
stand out in relief, and 
cannot be flattened in 
the hanging, as they 
are solid throughout. 
The Thistle pattern 
shown in three differ- 
ent renderings is a fine 
bold design shown in 
rich colorings and is an 
excellent hall paper. 
There are no wall- 
papers made that mak e 
a more beautiful and 
satisfactory parlor 
than raised flock pa- 
pers. These goods can 
be painted over either 
in distemper or oil 
colors at any time, 
should one wish to 
change the coloring of 
the room. 

One of the papers 
most worthy of men- 
tion in this exhibit is 
the "Dancing Girl Frieze." The design is forty inches wide, 
twelve feet long, contains ninety-six colors, and is a very 
carefully studied and well drawn decoration, the pose of the 
figures being easy and graceful. The blending and arranging 
of the ninety-six colors employed has been most cleverly 
handled, completing what is truly a masterpiece of industrial 
art. 

The Robert Graves Company are naturally proud of the 
position they occupy as leaders in the manufacture of wall-papers. 
Their products are on the high level of the finest of similar 
products of European art industry, and have cultivated a taste 
for high-class decoraiion amongst our people. In design 
and coloring, the specimens exhibited are immensely bril- 
liant. 
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
